1. Adopt New Variable: 
Attendance Area School Performance 



WHY: 

Improves chances for students in neighborhoods with low 
performing schools, increases diversity, and complements the 
other variables 

IMPLEMENTATION: 

1. Identify existing CPS students in each tract 

2. Identify assigned attendance-area school for each CPS 
student in each tract 

3. Calculate average ISAT composite scores in each tract, 
weighted by number of children who attend each school. 



1. Adopt New Variable: 
Attendance Area School Performance 



EXAMPLE: 

1. 300 students in census tract 

2. 2 schools in census tract 

3. Calculate weighted average score: 

200 kids attend a school with 78 composite ISAT 
100 kids attend a school with 35 composite ISAT 

School performance variable = [(200 x .78)+(ioo x 
.35)]/(200+ioo) = 0.64 = 64%

2. Adjust Tier/Rank Ratio to 70% 
for Selective Schools 

WHY? 

Increases the socioeconomic diversity of students in all 
CPS test-in schools, while still admitting qualified 
students 



IMPLEMENTATION: 

Boosts tier percentage from 60% to 70%, with 30% for 
rank order 



3. Align NCLB and Regular Process 



WHY: 

Ensures all applicants apply and test for the program, allowing for 
a more thorough evaluation of students. 

IMPLEMENTATION: 

• NCLB students must apply and test for the program as all 
applicants do 

• Use percentage of incoming class as a target for admissions 

• Targeted marketing / recruitment campaign in NCLB-sending 
schools to encourage high application rates. Focus resources 
on enrichment programs to prepare for rigor of SEHS 

• Incorporate principal accountability and best practices around 
NCLB spending 



4. Increase Number of School Choices 
on SEHS Application from 4 to 6 



WHY: 

Increase student choices and opportunities for selection 
into a SEHS school 

IMPLEMENTATION: 

• Allow for 6 choices on application 

• Provide additional information about the competitive 
nature of each school to support parents making 
informed decisions 



5. Link Multiples Together 



WHY: 

Resolves issues for families with multiple children in separate 
schools. 



IMPLEMENTATION: 

• Link multiples together 

- Parents designate if the applicant is a multiple on the 
application 

- The lottery will: 

1) Select multiples together if space is available 

2) Select multiples together, if space is not available offer next 
available seat on waitlist, or 

3) Place multiples next to each other on the waitlist 

- Parents can choose not to select "multiple" which allows the 
children to apply individually 

• No accommodation made for children applying individually 



6. Adopt a Non-Entry Sibling Preference 



WHY: 

Resolves issues for families with multiple children in 
separate schools 

IMPLEMENTATION: 

• All non-entry seats (100%) will first go to siblings. 

• If there are more siblings than seats, a sibling lottery will 
be held. 

• If there are more seats than siblings, the empty seats will 
then go to a general lottery. 



7. Implementing 

Proximity Lottery Trigger 



WHY: 

Concern that proximity lottery will erode diversity gains at 
highly sought after north side schools 

IMPLEMENTATION: 

The Blue Ribbon Panel proposed using a double trigger to 
determine if proximity lottery would occur. 

• If more than 50% of school population is within the 

proximity boundary, and more than 50% of student body is 
made up of one race, eliminate the proximity lottery. 



8. Address Verification at the Time of 
Application 

WHY: 

Extremely high-stakes process is at risk for fraud 
IMPLEMENTATION: 

• Schools check application address at the time of 
enrollment. If family has moved, they must prove they 
lived at application address or application is voided 

• Families living outside Chicago must supply 
documentation of new Chicago address by July 1 



9. No Response Candidates Eliminated 
from Pool 

WHY: 

• 2010-2011 policy treated non-response as "decline," resulting in 
more rounds and fewer offers to qualified students. 

• Maximize offers to qualified students by eliminating applicants 
that don't respond to offers 

IMPLEMENTATION: 

• Students who don't respond stay in the active pool for 2 rounds of 
offers, and then removed. 

• "Withdrawn" category to be added to the response options, 
allowing parents to opt out of the process. 



Next Steps 



• Solicit feedback from public on proposed policy 
modifications (policy and guidelines to be posted on 
www.cpsoae.org .) 

• Application period opened October 1. 

• Staff formally presents draft policy to Board at 
November Board Meeting 

• Commitment to monitor results on annual basis— will 
reconvene Blue Ribbon Commission to analyze next 
year's results.
